W. A. Rae, MPP. Declares 
Quality of Oil Struck is High- 


est on The Continent 


W. A. Rae, MPP. for Peace River, 
is a visitor In the city. In regara to 
the reported damage to craps in the 
north, Mr. Rae stated that the dam- 
age consisted in some discoloration of 
thie grain Which would no doubt come 
jin *handy to the buyer in fixing the 
|price he would pay. There wns also 
Here of valuable time owing to con- 
tinuons wet weather. Harvesting and 
jthreshing were fbadly delayed. The 
actua] damage to grain was very little. 
The last two nréeks has seen splendid 
threshing (progress. 

“I suppose the Fort Norman oil 
strike has rather pushed egricultural 
interest out of prominence,” Mr. Rae 
was asked. 

“Yes, there is great interest in the 
strike. The triumph of the north 
seems now complete. The quality of 
the ofl is the higtest on the continent; 
the quantity from from the wel 
leaves nothing to be desire4é as it is a 
real gusher and the territory likely 
to produce the ofl ts a very extensive 
one. The back door of Canada is now 
the front. No greater event was ever 
recorded in the Canadian twest sihice 
Sir Alexander Mawkenzie floated down 
to the Aretic and crept over the 
Rockies to the Pacific Ocean.” 

“Are any parties leaving for the 
north now?” 

“Some are no doubt itching to cet 
away, but it is to be hoped that none 
do so tit epring, ‘Those who are very 
familiar with the far narth state that 
even with their experience they 
would not make the trip during the 
winter. It ts entirely a dog sleigh pro- 
posttion and there is not even a sup- 
ply of fish’ for the dogs. The area 
of oil territory is so vast that all 
wishing to get a share of it can do so 
in the apring.” 

“What is the best route to take?” 

“Well, the steamboat route via 
Lake Athabesca, Slave River and 
Great Slave Lake ftwiil not be open 
ti the first ‘week in July as that is 
the time the ice usually goes out of 
that lake. But with some work done 
on a Sleigh trail a route can be open- 
ed iby the Liard River which will take 
parties to the Mackenzie River about 
two months’ earlier. The mounted 
police trail which runs north of the 
Peace River curves considerably to 
the north between Dunvegan and Fort 
St. John, From its most northerly 
point a trail can ibe cut to the junc- 


|Rivers, a distance of about 160 miles. 
From there smal! craft can float down 
the Nelson ¢o the Laird which reaches 
the Mackenzie below Great Glave Lake 
amd thug avoids the long wait for the 
break-up.

NAVAL PRIZE 
FUND OPEN TO 
SEA FIGHTERS 


lined By The Naval Service 
Department 


Accordimg to advice received from 
the department of the Naval Service, 
prize money, from the sale of captur- 
ed enem~v ships is now available to 
members af the Senior Service, one 
share beinme equivalent to thirty 
onth# service at sea, while one 
month's service is regarded as the 
minimum; under which (period no 
prize money is available. 

The qualification mnevessary to mar- 
thatpate is that the eagplicant must 
have served on an offensively armed 
sea-going ship, or on patra! fight duty 
for a mimimum period of one month 
between the t4li day of August, 1914, 
and the 1tlh of November, 1918. 

Men who served in the Boom de- 
ffemce service, transport, hospital and 
auxiliary services are mot entitled for 
the prize distribution, while in the 
case of sailors who ‘were killed in ac- 
lion, or who died, or were dnvalided 
aa the resvit af injuries received, while 
n sea service, their possfbie qualifying 
time tis regarded as being extended to 
the 11th af November, 1918. 

The nuaniber if ahares depends on 
the ranks held at sea, while men who 
deserted or were discharged from the 
serivee for misconduct are not en- 
titled to inclusion. 

The matter detailed applies only to 
those 'who were in the Canadian Naval 
Service, and anembers of the RWN., R. 
M., R|'N.V-R., and the Mercantile Mar- 
ine, shoutd apply to the accountant 
general of the mavy, (prize branch), 
London, England.

More farmers are beginn'ng to come 
jon the market, aud with the prices of- 
fered at country points for grain de- 
|clining seriously, there is no doubt 
that more demand for feeders and 
stockers will be made from now on. 
| It is noticed, however, that up to 
|the present most of the feeders have 
| rone well south and east into Saskat- 
|}chewan. Few Alberta farmers have 
| been trying to stock up yet, but there 
is a perfectly legitimate reason for 
this given, in that scarcely more than 
half the farmers in Northern Alberta 
| have fin'shed threshing yet. 


The harvest was well up in good 
time, but the labor eituation§ since 
thes has been e@o acute that the 


threshing has been delayed seriously. 
The advance in freight rates has 
j had a very cons derable effect on the 
live stock situation. With the ad- 
vance of freight, hay, that is situate 
at some distance from the point of 
distr’bution, cannot be sold at a pro- 
|fit so cattle must eventually be taken 
in for feeding.

London, Oct. 23—The railwaymen have postponed their proposed 
strike in sympathy with the miners temporarily, at the request of the 
miners’ executive, it was announced this evening. 

The miners have accepted an invitation from Premier Litoyd 


George for further discussions. 


London, Oct. 23.—Extreme tensioa 
over the miners’ strike and the threat- 
ened walk-out of railroad workers, 
teemed slightly relaxed ¢his morning. 
Leaders of the National Union of 
Raibwaymen and the Miners’ Federa- 
tion were ready for their conference 
as to the situation, and there ap- 
peared to be indications the former 
woukl not call # strike until after the 
trades union congress meeting next 
Wednesday. The virtual ultimatum 
presented the government on Thurs- 
fay by the railwaymen called upon it 
to begin negotiations with the miners 
today. 

Informal conferences between 
ernment officials and miners’ repre- 
sentatives are going on, but those en- 
raged in them are reticent as to sub- 
jects digcussed.
